FINES REACT ON PEOPLE 


HOLD NG COMPANY BILL 


Says Anti-Trust Law Will Be En-' 


forced Without Further Violations If 
Just One of the Malefactors of Great 


Wealth Is Put Into Penitentiary- 


Rich Men Value Liberty More Than 


They Value Their Fortunes 


Washington, 
May 
14-—Referring 


directly to the United States Steel 
Corporation and charging th£,t 
or- 


ganization with violating the anti- 
trust laws of the country, Senator 
Bailey, in addressing the senate on 
the tariff bill, declared that It the of- 
ficers of the law do their duty, the 
steel trust would be dissolved. 
He 


said that he expected eventually to 
see this done. 


"Just put one of the malefactors of 


great wealth in the penitentiary and 
you will eee the anti-trust law en- 
forced 
without any 
further 
viola- 


tions," said Bailey. 
"Send one of 


these men who may be found violat- 
ing either the interstate commerce 
law or the anti-trust law to the peni- 
tentiary and you will stop these viola- 
tions by others. 


"You 
cannot do it with fines, be- 


cause when the court flues a trust the 
trust fines the people, and as long as 
the punishment is measured in dollars 
and cents they will continue !o violate 
the law. 
Men will take the chance 


of pecuniary loss in the hops of realiz- 
ing a greater pecuniary gain. 
Send 


one of them to the penitentiary and it 
will work like magic. 


"The millionaire," continued Bailey, 


who was receiving the rapt attention 
of senators on both sides of the cham- 
ber, "values one thing more than his 
fortune and that is his liberty. 
He 


does not love justice. 
He does not 


love that peace of mind for which 
others struggle. But he loves his lib- 
erty." 


Mr. Bailey said that he expected 


the United States Steel Corporation 
would be dissolved. 
Continuing he 


said: 


"I expect to see its officers Im- 


prisoned or become 
fugitives from 


justice, and if men now charged with 
the administration of law fail to per- 
form their duty, I have an abiding 
faith that the American people will 
call into their service another set of 
men, if not from another pa-.-ty, at 
least another set of men from your 
party. 


"The stalwarts of today will become 


the insurgents of that day, and the in- 
surgents of this generation would be 
the stalwarts of the next generation. 
That is as certain as any event in the 
-future can be." 


Railroad Measure Based on Govern- 


or's Special Message 


Boston, May M.—The committee on 


railroads received the draft of the 
holding company bill based ou Gov- 
ernor Draper's special message to the 
legislature on that subject. 
The bill 


was drafted by Attorney General Ma- 
lone in response to a request from the 
committee. 


The measure 
follows substantially 


the lines of' the governor's message. 
It provides for the establishment of a 
holding company to hold the lioston 
and Maine stock which the New Ha- 
ven road acquired, (the Billard stock). 
This slock is not to be disposed of, 
except with the approval of the Mas- 
sachusetts railroad commissioners and 
the legislature. 


A majority of the directors of the 


holding company shall be citizens of 
Massachusetts. 
The principal office 


and place of business of the company 
shall be in Boston, and its meetings 
shall be held there. 


There is no outright provision as to 


who shall finance the matter, but It 
is surmised that it will be the New 
Haven road or interests friendly to it.

Resolution Strengthening Clause of 


Hepburn Act on Commodities 


Washington, May 14.—Representa- 


tive \Vanger of Pennsylvania 
intro- 


duced a. joint resolution* to make ef- 
fective, as against the local holding 
railroads., the "commodities clause" 
of the Hepburn act. 
It provides that 


no railroad company shall be allowed 
to hold stock in a coal owning corpo- 
ration. 


If passed, it would amend the com- 


modities provision at the point where 
the supreme court found it weak. The 
court decision held that a railroad 
company might transport coal pro- 
duced by a mining 
company, 
even 


though the railroad company owned 
the stock of the mining company. 


The significant feature about this 


resolution is that Wanger secured the 
approval of the attorney general for it.

A self- 
Opening 


Door 


—BY 


ENGINEERING PROGRESS 


In "Technical World" 


The recent siriikng feature of a recent exhibition held at London 


was an ingeniously combined self-opening door. 
As a person ap- 


proaches the door his weight upon, the mat causes the doors to open, 
and does so in. such an ingenious way that, even it two or more per- 
sons approach the door from opposite directions, it is impossible for 
anyone to get caught or struck in the face by the opening .door. This 
is effected by the unusual way in which the door is hung. The hinges 
are replaced by strong arms fixed to'top and bottom, standing at 
right angles to the face of the doors. At the outer ends of these 
arms are pivots round which the doors revolve in a circular track, 
edge on. 


One of the most difficult troubles to overcome in the self open- 


ing doors is the slamming. The closing is easy enough, as the weight, 
which shuts the doors is always the same, being slightly in ex- 
cess of the necessary power required. In opening, the case is very 
different. A small child may step on the mat, whose weight is barely 


sufficient to open the doors, or two or three heavy persons may step 
on the platform simultaneously, in which case the extra power above 
that wanted to do the actual work, would .cause the doors, to move 
at an undue speed and cause violent slamming unless some power- 


ful ami-slamming check was introduced.' In the' door under consid- 
eration, a special mechanism has been devised for this anti-slamming 
check. It consists of a double piston working in a.cylinder,.the whole 
being submerged in an oil-tight bath or tank. -The piston-is moved 
in the cylinder by means of a lever, keyed from one of the moving 
parts of the mechanism. This lever works outside the oil tank, which 
in its turn operates the double piston through a slot in the upper por- 
tion of the cylinder. The plain end of the double "piston controls the 
shutting of the doors: the end provided with grooves controls the op- 
ening. 
Holes are provided at each end underneath the cylinder 


through which the oil can. be forced out. Each of the double pistons 
is equipped with a leather retaining valve, to allow the oil to .pass 
behind the piston freely, but to prevent its escape. except. through the 
holes. As the lever reaches either end of its travel, one or other of the 
double pistols passes over the holes in the bottom of the cylinder and 
closes them in the same manner as in a hydraulic starting valve used 
for lift work. When the holes have been passed, the last small quan- 
tity of oil is squeezed out past the piston, which is not packed, and 
also through slots in the adjusting screws, which can be regulated 
as desired. Thick oil is preferably used. The fact that the pistons 
are unpacked, and that the oil cannot leak' out" of the tank or bath, 
tends, it is claimed, to make the dashpot reliable, and one that, when 
once adjusted, cannot vary or get but of order.
